There follows an uproarious tale 
of how Eric the Red was expclleu 
from Norway and Iceland because 
he didn't use his hatchet to chop 
down trees; (there were several 
homicides involved) and his CO*** 
quent migration to Greenland. u 
also tells of Lief Erickson and ms 
romantic escapades, and of t n e 
dream of the beautiful Thorgunna. 
of Hv Breasail, the Happy LanO, 
Erickson set about finding this land 
with directions from a Norseman 
named Bjarni, who has been there 
before. Thus America was discov- 
ered. 

The primitive notions and laws 
of the people of this book are 
shockingly funny. Too, the reac- 
tion of the headmaster to the out- 
spoken Mr. Calender's history les- 
son is one that you won't want to 
miss.
